TURKEY  GROWER  INTENTIONS  ABOVE  1979 


Turkey  growers  in  20  major  States  intend  to  raise  164  million  turkeys 
in  1980  compared  with  150  million  in  1979,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board. 


The  number  of  turkeys  actually  raised  in  1980  may  vary  from  grower's 
intentions  shown  in  this  report  depending  on  feed  prices,  supply  and  price 
of  hatching  eggs  and  poults,  and  prices  growers  receive  for  turkeys ^during 
the  next  few  months. 
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BREEDER  HEN  INVENTORY  UP  10  PERCENT 

Turkey  breeder  hens  on  December  1,  1979  in  26  States  totaled  3.70 
million,  up  10  percent  from  December  1,  1978.  Of  this  total,  3.36  million 
were  heavy' breeds,  up  8 percent  from  December  1,  1978  and  343  thousand 
were  light  breeds  up  38  percent. 


TURKEYS  RAISED  IN  1979  INCREASED  13  PERCENT  FROM  1978 

In  1979,  turkeys  raised  in  the  United  States,  increased  13  percent  from 
1978.  Heavy  breed  turkeys  totaled  145  million,  up  11  percent  from  a year 
ago,  and  light  breeds  totaled  11.3  million,  up  41  percent  from  1978.
